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1 . Claims 1 and 3-54 are allowed. Claims 35-54 are newly added. Claims 1,14. 
23, 28, 32, 38, 43, 48, and 53 are independent 

2. The amendment to the specification, filed July 1 1 , 2006, is approved by the 
Examiner. 

The amendment to claims 12 and 13 has overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph. 

3. Claims 38-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for an apparatus comprising the one "means" for 
scanning an image of a first side of a document and for scanning an image of the 
second side of the document, does not reasonably provide enablement for two "means", 
i.e., means for scanning an image of a first side of a document and means for scanning 
an image of the second side of the document. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Claims 38-42 claim "means for scanning an image of a first side of a document 
through a light transparent channel" and "means for scanning an image of the second 
side through said light transparent channel". None of the embodiments in the 
specification includes two "means for scanning" as claimed.

Claims 1, 3-37, and 43-54 are allowed.
